Is your car “trouble-proofed” for 
winter ? 
Answer to this timely query may 
be found in the following sugges­ 
tions offered by the emergency 
road service department of the Chi­ 
cago Motor Club. 
“Have the battery reconditioned 
or get a new one, and then check 
the battery at intervals of not more 
than ten days throughout the win­ 
ter,” recommends A. C. Bryans, 
manager of this department. 
“Have ignition wires checked for 
any leakage of current, because 
such leaks reduce motor efficiency 
and cause short circuits in wet 
weather. 
Have chafed wires re­ 
placed and spark plugs inspected 
for cracked porcelain or other de­ 
fects. 
“Get brakes adjusted, becasse 
brakes which grip one wheel fast­ 
er than another can cause danger­ 
ous skidding on wet pavement. 
“Examine tires for condition of 
the tread, because a good tread will 
hold on slippery pavement, while 
a tire worn .smooth may skid. Have 
cracks and cuts in tires patched 
and filled to protect 
these weak 
spots against added wear from 
gritty mud and water. Have wheel 
alignment checked to prevent pre- 
m atuie tire wear and hard steer­ 
ing. 
“If these few details are given 
proper attention, and 
preferably 
by experienced mechanics and ser­ 
vice men,” concludes Mr. Bryans, 
“the motorist may feel reasonably 
certain that his car is ready for 
winter.”
